I have been hoping for some 
time to see some of our prominent 
citizens follow up the suggestion 
Mr. Gustlin offered in_the columns

grounds as a memorial to our boys 
who enlisted in our country’s ser­ 
vice in the time of the great world 
crisis.

I am aware of the fact, of course,

It has been pointed out that the salary 
here was less than in most of the 
Southern California Counties. 
The 
salary raise will take effect two years 
from now. 
Half of a superior judge’s 
■alary is paid by the state and the 
other half by the county. 
According to a dispatch. Assembly­ 
man Argabrite of Ventura, in introduc­ 
ing a bill to raise the salary of the su­ 
perior judge of that county $1,000 a 
year, bills will be introduced to raise 
the salaries of about two dozen judges 
in the state. 
He said that probably a1! 
tnese raises would be consolidated in­ 
to one bill.

The bill introduced by Eden for the 
protection of the underground water 
sup?»ly is one that has been before the 
public here a number of times.

! HASTEN JOINT OUTFALL 
With the government urging cities, 
counties and states of the nation to at 
once carry out any big projects they 
have for improvement, the time is very 
opportune for the cities of Santa Ana, 
Orange, Anaheim and Fullerton to has­ 
ten their plans for a joint outfall sewer 
system to the ocean. 
The advice of the government is 
given with a view to furnishing em­ 
ployment for people in the readjust­ 
ment period. With thousands of sold­ 
iers returning from the camps and 
from overseas, and with the cessation 
of war munitions work disturbance is 
liable to occur unless employment is 
available not orily for the returning 
soldiers but also for the vast throngs 
of workmen who have been thrown 
out of work.

Probably at no time in the history of the world 
have there been so many fatherless and mother­ 
less children as there are today. Tens of thous­ 
ands, probably hundreds of thousands in Ar­ 
menia, Syria, Caucasus, Persia, Mesopotamia 
and Palestine are not only without parents, but 
are without any strong parental government to 
give them the help and protection which , orphan 
children of other lands enjoy. 
American Consuls and missionaries cable 
the American Cemmittee for Relief in the Near 
East, almost daily regarding the situation. One 
message from the Russian Caucasus pleads for 
the support of 10,000 children at an average 
expense of two dollars per month per child. 
Another from Tiflis reports 40,000 children in 
one region waiting for an answer to a previous 
cablegram requesting help. Reports from other 
points indicate similar conditions.' Among the 
many appeals it is possible for this committee to 
assume responsibility for only the most pressing 
cases, and it is upon these that the committee 
would focus the attention of the American peo­ 
ple. Splendid help has been rendered the little 
ones in other lands, but these in Western Asia 
are no less human than those who have already 
been aided by American charity. It is the duty 
of Americans, as well as a privilege to respond 
to this great opportunity and help keep alive the 
best civilization that Western Asia mis developed. 
All expenses of administration for this relief 
are privately met, so that every dollar sent to the

W ith the brush fire that burned from 
Tuesday noon until last night thor­ 
oughly under control, word came down 
from the Trabuco th at a change of 
wind helped the firefighters save a 
num ber of foothill ranchers' homes and 
barns.

According to newspaper re­ 
ports the King of Spain suffered an 
attack of influenza during the epi­ 
demic thirty years ago, and was again 
stricken during th* recent outbreak in 
Spain.”
